A bill providing a licensing 
tax on chain retail stores 
was introduced in the forty- 
fourth legislature today.. 


The bill was by Represen- 


tative J. F. Lindsey of An- 
son and others. A sliding 
le of license fees ranging from 
for one store to $500 each for 
ins of 50 or more was prc- 


Aded. 
Approximately seventy bills, pro- 


viding among .other things for 
reducing the amount of the poll 
tax, for $3,000,000 aid to the Tex- 
as centennial and for senatorial 
redistricting, were Introduced in 
the house. 


'Meanwhile, a joint session of 
the senate and the house heard 
an address by Alvin M. Owsley of 
Dallas, minister to Rumania and 
former 
national commander 
of 
the American Legion. 


Another joint session was or- 


dered for the canvassing of elec- 
tion returns for governor 
and 


lieutenant .governor by a 
joint 
committee. 
James V. Allred will 
be inaugurated governor and Wal- 
ter P. Woodul, lieutenant govern- 
or on January 15. 
•Lindsey's bill called for the li- 
censing .of all retail stores. Fail- 
ure to obtain a license would be 
a' misdemeanor punishable by a 
maximum of $500 fine or 30 days 
in jail or both. 
The scale of license fees fol- 


lows: 


Scale of License Fees. 
One store $3; two stores each 


$6; 3 • to 5 stores, each $25; 6 
to 25, $100; 25 to 50, $250; in ex- 
cess of 50, $00. The act would 
be effective July 1, 1935. 
"There are numerous stores In 
Texas which are. daily withdraw- 
ing large sums of money from the 
state,' the bill set forth, "and in 
many instances are avoiding state 
county, municipal and school tax- 
es."Representative John A. Atchl- 
son of Gainesville, introduced a 
bill which would levy an excise 
tax on the net incomes of retail 
grocery and clothing stores. The 
tax also was on a sliding basis 
increasing with- the income, as 
follows: 
Incomes of $10,000 to $15,000, 


one per cent; $15,000 to $20,000, 
two per cent; $20,000 to $25,000 
four per cent; $25,000 to $30,000 
six per cent; $30,000 to $40,000 
eight per cent; $40,000 or more 
ten per cent. 
Penalties for delinquencies were 


provided, as well as. a penalty of 
$5,000 or jail sentence 
of 
six 


months maximum for fraudulent 
returns.

R. L. Hamilton, chairman of 
the board of the United Charities, 
selected as the distributing agen- 
cy for the relief work, presided 
at the meeting, and briefly outlin- 
ed the purpose of the session. He 
said that the case load had been 
turned back to the community and 
that assistance would be needed 
by his organization to handle the 
burden.

RAYBURN CALLED ON 
CONGRESS TO REMOVE 


UTILITIES ABUSES 


CANCEROUS GROWTH HOLD- 
ING COMPANIES SCORED BY 


ICC COMMITTEE HEAD 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(IP)— 
Chairman Sam Rayburn, of the 
house interstate commerce com- 
mittee called on congress today 
to remove the "cancerous growth" 
of "abuses" of public utility hold- 
ing companies., 


"We want you to consider," the 


Texas democrat said, "whether or 
not the congress should undertake 
to regulate these super-holding 
companies or lay down a policy 
under which they will disappear." 


Declaring that the abuses, if 


left 
alone, "will jeopardize all 


of our financial institutions and 
perhaps 
destroy 
the 
republic," 


Rayburn said that "there is no 
absolute necessity for a holding 
company." 


He also said congress must see 
to it that natural gas fields are 
protected. 
He was giving the house a pre- 


view of reports soon to come 
from the printer on investigations 
his committee has made by con- 
gressional order. 
His denuncia- 


tion of holding companies recall- 
ed indications in administration 
quarters recently that , legislation 
was coming up for governmental 
curbs on holdng companes and 
pipe lines. 


Major Depression Influence. 
"The abuses of the holding com- 


pany are indeed a major influ- 
ence that brought on the great 
depression," Rayburn said. 


"This creature of our statutes" 


he continued, "holds under 
its 


control billions of dollars worth 
of property scattered throughout 
the country, anc sometimes around 
the world. Its decisions can shut 
down mills, move factories, reduce 
employes to a state of serfdom, 
strip the stockholders of local 
companies of their equities, si- 
phon off the earnings of profit- 
able companies beyond the reach 
of their stockholders to the stock- 
holders of other companies. 


"Thla creature of our imagin- 
ation is permitted to act as a nor- 
mal person, to contribute to cam- 
paign funds in municipal, state 
and national elections, to hire 
ciever writers to carry on cam- 
paigns of progaganda; to central- 
ize the control of industry." 


Throwing out the 
suggestion 
that companies might bo made to 
limit their areas of influence, he 
said: "If we insist that the cor- 
porate entity shall coincide with 
the region of locality of most 
economical operations, as deter- 
mined by the state of the arts, 
we can then leave to the states 
and to compacts of states the reg- 
ulation of most of these uti'i- 
tles." 


As for gaa pipe lines, he as- 
serted: 


"If legislatures in the states 


where natural gas deposits are 
found, and which have become 
connected with users 
in 
other 
states," he said, "do rot protect 
the gas field, it then becomes the 
duty of 'ne congress to do so. 
Congress must see to it that there 
is no waste 
through neglected 


wells which will deplete the sup- 
ply or which will reduce unduly 
and 
prematurely 
the 
natural 


pressure of the gas in its de- 
posits."

A huge program to spend $678,000,- 
000 in buying up poor land and re- 
tiring it from farm production 
was recommended to President 
Roosevelt today by the national 
resources board. 
The purchasing would be extend- 


ed over 15 years, 5,000,000 acres 
being bought each year at an an- 
nual cost of $45,000,000. 
This farm land, comprising 450,- 


000 farms, should be withdrawn 
from agriculture, the board said 
"in order that both the natural 
and human resources of the nar 
tion may be conserved." 
The report, drawn by the boards 
earlier 
study—which 
President 
Roosevelt told 
congress 
would 


guide the expenditure of four bil- 
lion dollars in his new work-mak« 
ing program. 
It urged that the federal govern- 
ment and the states take steps to 
prevent further settlement of lands 
so poor that occupancy is "clearly

THE YELLOW STREAK 


The 
worst 
feature 
of 


American life , at this mo- 
ment is not unemployment 
or a sub-normal level of in- 
dustrial activity. These con- 
ditions are very temporary, 
they are already passing, 
and we have a fairly clear 
idea of the remedies which 
will finally get rid of them. 


The thing 
that 
should 


really cause us alarm is the 
tendency toward dishonesty 
that has made itself felt in 
business, in politics, in the 
affairs of daily life. In its 
extreme aspects it has pro- 
duced the worst outbreak 
of crime that any civilized 
country has ever experienc- 
ed. But innumerable people 
who would not commit any 
violent crime, seem ready 
to cheat in a small way. 


The 'dea has become im- 


pregnated in many people's 
minds, 
as 
respects 
dis- 


honesty, that "Everybody's 
doing it." When that feel- 
ing 
exists, 
many 
peo- 


ple 
say 
they 
might 
as 


well get their share. So 
they preceed to grab any- 
cMng in reach regardless 
whether it is honest or not. 
The idea that-you must get 
i* oney no matter how you 
get it, and that the only 
harm in dishonesty is in get- 
ting 
found 
out, 
breaks 


down the morale of innum- 
erable people. 


PATIENCE. 


In retrospect, events may 


seem to have moved swiftly 
enough, and we may think 
also that other men make 
quick progress toward suc- 
cess, but it is rarely that 
our own fate' and fortunes 
unfold 
at 
the pace we 


would choose. Our ambi- 
tion 
lays 
out t a hopeful 


course, which we are con- 
fident we can follow; our 
eyes have already seen the 
desired 
destinau'on 
and, 


therefore, our heart and 
hopes outstrip the slow pas- 
sage of events. 


Interruptions and disap- 


pointments, irksome, trivial 
and beyond our anticipa- 
tion and control, arise daily 
to check and prolong our 
labors, and it needs no less 
patience than endurance to 
weather such small storms 
and accidents. 


But the passage of time 


in itself contributes to real 
achievement, and for this 
we may forgive the delays 
that prevent us from too 
headlong a course. Time 
permits us to mature in or- 
derly fashion to the scale 
of our own ambitions; time 
leaves our enthusiasm with 
judgment and our sclf-con- 
fidenc^ with proper humil- 
ity; time teaches propor- 
tion and shows us where 
our best work belongs. This 
is a slow alchemy but nec- 
essary to ourselves and the 
work to which we are dedi- 
cated.

merely a dull endurance of 
the hazards of fortune. It 
is rather the habit of turn- 
ing to some

the 


changes and chances that 
lie in our path, so that 
when our high opportunity 
comes we may be ready for 
it.

PROMOTING WAR 


SPIRIT. 


There may be some slight 


justification for the posi- 
tion of those critics and 
skeptics who recently have 
been remarking that the 
senate munitions investiga- 
tion has failed to show that 
either the American or for- 
eign 
munitions industries 


have been guilty of promot- 
ing war. But their justifica- 
tion is very slight, for no 
o n e 
connected 
officially 


with the inquiry ever pre- 
dicted such a disclosure. 


At the start, some unof- 


ficial 
, commentators 
did 


make rash predictions. But 
no member of the commit- 
tee ever said its disclosures 
likely would go much be- 
yond those of the League of 
Nations commission of in- 
quiry of 1921, which re- 
ported 
t h a t 
armament 


firms had been active in: 


Fomenting war scares; in- 


stigating 
warlike national 


policies; forcing armament 
increases; bribing govern- 
ment 
officials; dissemin- 


ating false reports on the 
armaments of various coun- 
tries ; 
influencing 
public 


opinion; increasing arma- 
ment prices. 


Critics have said the sen- 


ate inquiry has not even 
succeeded in showing the 
American industry to be 
guilty of all of these prac- 
tices. And it is true that, ac- 
cording to our reading of 
the 
testimony thus 
far, 


America at least must be 
absolved of fomenting war 
scares. 


But that, too, seems to us 


unimportant. In any debate 
over the work of the sen- 
ate committee it is enough 
that 
the 
testimony does 


clearly disclose a tendency 
of the entire international 
munitions trade—including 
the American—to promote 
competition in armaments. 


No matter how innocent 


may be the intent of the 
arms makers, this tendency 
does induce the belligerent 
public opinion, referred to 
by the League of Nations 
commission; it does force 
armament increases; and it 
does result in 
instigating 


warlike policies. 


In short, if the interna- 


tional munitions trade does 
not promote war, it certain- 
ly promotes conditions fav- 
orable to the outbreak of 
war, and the disclosure of 
that tendency is all the 
justification 
the 
senate 


committee needs.

December Failures 
Show Increase Over 


Those In November 


AUSTIN, Jan. 12.—Failures in 


Texas during December showed 
about the usual seasonal increase 
over November, it is shown by a 
report of the Bureau of Business 
Research 
of The University of 


Texas. According to R. G. Dun 
and Company, there were twenty- 
one failures in December, against 
twelve the preceding month and 
25 in December, 1933. Total liabil- 
ities were $529,000, an., increase of 
248 per cent over the month previ- 
ous and 32 per cent above Decem- 
ber a year ago. Average liability 
per failure, $25,000, was 92 per 
cent above that in November and 
56 per cent greater than in De- 
cember, 1933. ' 
"For the entire year 1934 the 


statistics on failures were highly 
favorable In comparison with the 
year previous," the bureau says. 
"The 
total number of failures was 


only 225, against 500 in 1933, a de- 
cline of 55 per cent; liabilities 
averaged $3,153,000, compared with

He said 
that poison properly put out was 
not dangerous to livestock and 
fowls. 


Hatch In March and April.

part of March and in April, but 
are not large enough to be of

danger 
until later. He 


said poisoning early was more ef- 
fective.

COURTS. 
The control of congress 
over 


the federal judiciary 
is 
more 


nearly complete than one might 
imagine. Even the Supreme Court 
is to a large extent under its 
surveillance, but the very exist- 
ence of the lesser federal courts 
is the result of a direct act of 
congress. 


The constitution provided 
for 


the 
creation 
f 
the 
Supreme 


Court and the law establishing it 
was passed bv congress in 1789. 
The 
constitution also stipulated 
that "as the congress may from 
time to time ordain and estab- 
lish," lesser federal'courts could 
be created. 


The latest important change in 


statutory regulation of the Su- 
preme Court was 
the 
Judiciary 


Act of 1925 which strictly limits 
the 
tribunal's 
jurisdiction 
and 


confines its judgments to consti- 
tutional 
questions and 
matters 


which are of national 
import- 


ance. 


Congress can't abolish the Su- 


preme 
Court. It 
can, however, 


regulate the number of justices 
and the greatest weapon it has, 
pe'rhaps, is the senate's authority 
to confirm nominations to 
the 


court. 


As to the lower federal courts, 


congress has the authority to re- 
move federal judges. The house 
of representatives votes the arti- 
cles of impeachment and the of- 
fending judge is hailed 
before 


the bar of the senate for trial. 


The senate has sat as a court 


of impeachment In such instances 
eight times. Four federal judges 
were removed from 
office (one 


resigned) and four have been ac- 
quitted,
